Discharge of Men the Cause. 

So far as the strike last night was qon- 
cerned, its direct cause lay in the discharge 
of two union firemen, who, it is claimied, 
were influential in organizing the firemen 
and their helpers without the knowledge of 
the foremen in the various power-houses. 
These men, William Fischer and Daniel Gor- 
man, were discharged on Thursday and since 
that time there has been some discord in the 
ranks of their fellows. 

The firemen heretofore have worked in 
shifts of eight hours. Yesterday the after- 
noon force went on at 4 o’clock. Later the 
men walked out, just at the rush hour. Po- 
lice guards were posted around the various 
plants of the company. At Fifty-second 
and State streets the firemen worked behind 
closed doors and four patrolmen guarded the 
grounds, 


WALLER TO BE TRIED AGAIN. 


Washington, D. C., April 22.—[Special.]— 
President Roosevelt tonight decided to push 
vigorously the military operations against 
the Moros of Mindanao unless they comply 
with General Chaffee’s demand for the sur- 
render of the Moros who murdered an Amer- 
ican soldier. This determination was reached 
at a conference tonight between President 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secertary of War San 
ger, and General Corbin. 

Yesterday President Roosevelt had decided 
that Chaffee’s plans for a military expedition 
of 1,200 men into the interior of Mindanao 
were premature. Orders were accordingly 
forwarded to Manila recalling the troops 
and directing that no further military steps 
be taken until every pacific recourse had been 
exhausted. The President felt that war with 
the Mohammedan tribes of Mindanao might 
be averted. |

BRIBERY CHARGE. 


Jury Buying Scandal Prom: 
ises to Involve Men Prom- . 
_inent in Business and 
Professions.

PAPER OF PINS A FACTOR. 


Certain men prominent fn the city’s busi- 
ness and professional life may be caught in 
the latest jury-bribing scandal. 

“We are looking higher,’”’ was the ex- 
pression of the State's Attorney. 

Following up the arrest yesterday morning 
of “ Bill” Gallagher Constable Walter C. 
Jones, Herbert Rothery, and John O’Don- 
nell, brother of Public Administrator P. H. 
O'Donnell, all involved in charges of jury- 
tampering in connection with the Austin 


transfer cases of the Union Traction com- 


pany, detectives and special officers of the 
State’s Attorney’s office worked last night 
seeking to corroborate the clews pointing to 
the big men behind the alleged bribery trust. 

It is bélieved that the men‘most active In 
the alleged approaching of the jurymen in 
the case tried before Justice George H. 
Woods on April 14 last were agents of the 
same bribery combine which was unearthed 
with the recent indictment and conviction of 
Alexander Sullivan. In the two instances 
the same street railway interests were in- 
volved. 


| Many Detectives at Work. 

Last night Police Captain Schuettler’s men, 
detectives from Central Station, and State's 
Attorney Deneen’s own officers were at work. 
In the hands of State's Attorney Deneen 
was the confession of Constable Jones. His 
admissions corroborated every statement 
made by Herman M. Greene, better known 
as ‘Doc,’ a rejected juror in the case, on 
whose information the city and county offi-_ 
cilals began the investigation which led to 
four arrests yesterday. 

All the afternoon Jones was kept in the 
sweat box. A number of members of the 
jury, chief of whom was Homer Michaels 
of 708 Leavitt street, were put under a fire . 
of questions. Justice Woods’ clerk, Louis 
E. Sostheim, was submitted to a searching 


evidenéd “Had ‘been bbtdthed, which, it was 
declared, will show a jury tampering ring. 
To secure the evidence which will drag the 
real figures in the scandal from out of_hid- 
ing was the problem given into the hands 
of the detectives in the evening. : 


. Gonference to Be Held Today. . 

This morning the officials will report the 
results of their efforts. There will be a 
conference between the State’s Attorney, 
Assistant Corporation Counsel Fyffe, rep- 
resenting the city, Assistant State's Attor. 
ney ‘Barnes, John M. Harlan, who entered 
the case when Greene made his charges to 
officials of the Municipal Voters’ league, 
and.

of our case,’’ said the State’s Attorney last 


night. “ The statements we have received 
are one thing; to prove them another.

More people have been drawn 
in. Until the entire case is rounded up our

Mr. Deneen would not state whether proof 
sufficienty'to warrant indictments against 
prominent men had been gathered.

A paper of pins played an important part

the Municipal Voters’ league, that the four 
arrests were made during the early morn- 
ing and a fifth warrant was issued for an- 
other person. “The men arrested, all re- 
jeased on bail during the afternoon, are: 
WILLIAM J. GALLAGHER, better known as 
Bill,”’ also called ‘‘ Jim, the Penman”; has 
offices in the Roanoke Building; is a friend of the 
law firm of P. H. O’ Donnell and James T. Brady, 


in the case at issue; left Philadelphia in 1882 at 
the time of a jury bribing crusade; made his first 
reputation in Chicago when he was sent to prisor 
for aidffig Joe Mackin In ballot box stuffing In 
1884. He was one of the scouts when Alex- 
ander Sullivan was tried on bribery charges, the 
latter then being defended by O'Donnell & Brady. 
He served in the samme capacity when Robert E.

Gallagher resides at 264 East Sixty-first street. 

WALTER C. JONES, constable in Justice

HERBERT ROTHERY, 624 North Clark street; 
manufacturer of bitters at 313 Michigan street; 
was one of the veniremen called and rejected by 
the city. 

JOHN O'DONNELL, brother of Attorney P. H, 
O’ Donnell; formerly a milk dealer and often called 
the ‘‘‘ Milkman’’; has offices with O'Donnell & 
Brady.

Promises Made to Jurors. 
The evidence on which these warants were 
issued, further substantiated during the 
day, showed that no money was actually 


passed. Each man approached, it was held, 


was simply told that “it would be fixed up - 
for him.” 
Greene’s information stafted the investiga- 
tion which culminated in the arrests. On 
April 11 Greene carried his story to William 
Kent and Secretary Walter Fisher of the 


Voters’ league. This was Friday and the 


first of the transfer suits, brought by resi- 
dents of Austin in their efforts to secure 


one-fare rides to the city, was to come up 


before Justice Woods on the following Mon- 
proached him.

- Greene met Gallagher at the Revere House, 
near Justice Wood’s court in North Clark 
street. John O’Donnell, he asserted, came 
in arm and arm with Gallagher. Lawrence 
and Rothery were introduced.- Then :Gal- 
Jagher produced the paper of pins. Each 
man who met Gallagher's approval stuck 
one of the pins crosswise in his ceat lapel. 
A short timie afterward. Constable Jones 
came in to-get his jury. He picked out the 
men who wore the pins, marched them to the 
court, first telling them to'take the bits ‘of 
metal from their coats. Some of the men 
were dismissed by the city’s attorneys, after 
examination, others remained on the jury 
the verdict followed. 

This was the statement that was told in 
full again during the morning to State's 
Attorney. Deneen and the others directing 
the case. The serving of warrants had be- 
gyn eight hours before, Gallagher being ar- 
rested at 2 o'clock. 


Constable Jones’ Confession. 


With the information given by Greene as 
a basis for questions, Constable Jones, ar- 
rested during the morning, was put into 
the ‘“‘ sweat box” shortly before noon. His 
bold front gradually gave way and he told 
his connection with the case in detail. 

Gallagher was.the central figure in his 
statements. It was this figure of the Mackin 
clan of twenty. years ago. who had first 
dragged him into the plan. He recited at 
length the pin feature. The creation of 
this novel plan was credited to Gallagher. 
He had expected to find the men who wore 
these pins in the buffet of the Revere House. 

‘I simply served summonses for jufy sery- 
ice on the.men I found with the pins stuck 
crosswise,’’ he said. 

He was questioned on every possible line, 
and, it was admitted last night, related state- 
ments attributed to Gallagher which com 
promised a number of lawyers of the city. 
‘Jones was kept in charge of Detective Tyr- 
reH’ of the State’s ‘Attorney’s office until 
the late afternoon, when he was escorted to 
Judge Chetlain’s court, and, as the other 
three who had preceded him, gave bail in the 
., sum of $38,000. 4 


Michaels’ Denial Questioned. 

On the heels of Jones, Homer Michaels, a 
member of the jury, was taken before the 
inquisitors. He had hurried over voluntarily 
to disclaim that he had been approached. He 
failed to convince the officials. It was shown 
that he was connected with an alleged de- 
tective agency some time ago, and in this 
connection his paths twined with those of 
former Constable Ira B. Ritter, whose acts 
have been written in the legal records. 

Lawrence, who is badly wanted, is held to 
have had a police record by the officials who 

‘have dealt with him and are trying to find 
him. Herbert Rothery, the venireman who 
was not accepted by the city as a juryman, 
fis placed in the same class. He served a 
sentence out West bse years ago, accord- 
ing to the State’s officiais. 

Justice Woods’ court clerk, Louis B. Sos- 
theim, was questioned closely. Hecame out, 
having convinced the inquisitors that he was 
not involved in the case. Justice Woods 
may be called in today. He states simply 
that he knew nothing about the matter, hav- 
ing confidence in Constable Jones. That he 
‘was in the street railway service years.ago 
is held to be merely a coincidence. 


Denial of P. H. O’Donnell. 


P. H. O’ Donnell denied all knowledge of the 
case, except what he had seen in the com- 
plaint, which was sworn out shortly before 
midnight of Monday before Judge Chetlain. 
Attorney Brady, O’Donnell’s partner, left for 
Philadelphia during the afternoon. He had 
a business engagement there, it was said. 
John O'Donnell contended that he had been 
made the victim of a “holdup "’ game. Gen- 
eral Counsel W. W. Gurley of the Union 
Yraction company was reported as being in 
Cleveland last night.

Sure No Money Passed. 


Of one thing Mr. O’Donnell was certain. 

** As far as I have learned,”’ he said, *‘ lam 
sure of one thing: There was not onecent of 
money passed in thisthing. That isasfaras 
I have learned, since becoming acquainted 
with the claims of the complainant.”’ 

He substantiated, too, the statement made 
by his brother, John O’Donnell. 

“ This man Greene called me up,” said the 

' Jatter. ‘**‘ He claimed he hadsome matters of 
interest to propose with reference to thejury 
in the transfer case. I put him off. I con- 
sulted with friends about this call and they 
advised me to get rid of him by making an 
appointment and then not keeping it. He 
cailed me up several times and I said I would 
meet him, but never did so. I can prove an 

‘alibi on the story that I entered the Revere 
House with Gallagher.” 


Statement of President Roach. 


“My only relation with the transfer suits 
in Justice Woods’ court was that of a wit- 
ness,’’ said President Roach, in speaking of 
the company’s attitude last night. ‘‘ The 
entire charge of the proceedings was in the 
_shands of Mr. Gurley.”

STOPS KENOSHA-CHICAGO LINE 


Wisconsin Supreme Court Decides In- 
terurban Electric Road Has For- 
feited Franchise. 


Kenosha. Wis., April 22.—[Special.]—The 
Supreme Court of Wisconsin today gave a 
black eye to the many schemes to connect 
Milwaukee and Chicago with an interurban 
electric railway, in a decision affirming the 
decision of the lower court granting an in- 
junction to Mary Hale Allen against the 
Kenosha Street railway company. 

The substance of the decision is that any 
owner of property abutting on the tracks of 
the company can have it restrained from 
operating or compelled to remove its tracks 
and poles. The court decided that the fran- 
chise was valueless because the grantees 
had failed to perform a condition precedent 
to the obtaining of any rights under the 
franchise in failing to file a guaranty com- 


city before Aug. 1, 1900. 

At the present time the road is ready for 
operation, but with this decision of the court 
there is nothing left for the company to do 
except to pull up the tracks or secure a new 
franchise.

CHICAGO SWEPT BY A GALE 


HIGHEST WIND RECORDED SINCE 
THE GALVESTON HORROR. 


Blow Starts in the Morning and Con- 

 tinues Throughout the Day and 

* Night, Attaining a Velocity of 68 
Miles an Hour in the Afternoon — 
‘Shower Comes and the Storm Dies 
Down, Only to Burst Out Again — 
q Temperature Takes a Tumble. 


The greatest wind velocity Chicago has 
known since the gale that was coincident 
with the Galveston: flood began yesterday 
morning and continued throughout the day 
and‘night. 

At 3 o’clock.in the afternoon the wind blew 
at a velocity of sixty-eight miles an hour. 
This was only four miles less furious than 
the gale that attended the Galveston horror, 
-which was the fiercest of any wind that has 
been ‘recorded’ at the weather observatory 
in Chicago. 

In\the early evening the wind died down, 
and the thousands whose eyes had been 
filled with dust and dirt during the day were 
hopeful ‘that it had spent its force. At 9 
o'clock, however, the gale burst forth with 
renewed force and at 2 o’clock this morning 
was blowing as hard as at‘any time during 
the day. 

The course of the wind during the day was 
from the west to southwest. At midnight it 
fiurried from west to northwest, coming in 
gusts from either direction, and sometimes 
shifting around to the north. By 2 o'clock 
in the morning the. wind had reduced the 


o’clock in the afternoon. 

‘The temperature began to fall shortly after 
it had reached its maximum. at 3 in the aft- 
ernoon. The sky became clouded and at 4 
o’clock a shower that lasted nearly an hour 


around which point .it hovered till ¥ p. m., 
when the shifting winds. caused it to sink 
rapidly to 43 degree on the street level, which 
is equivalent to 40 degrees in the Auditorium 
tower. | 

The forecast for today is “ partly cloudy 
and colder.’ It is expected that the mean 
temperature will be about 50 degrees.

Seven Moros Killed. 

Two engagements have been fought be-

Major Moore of the 
Twenty-seventh Infantry, while out with a 
small party hunting for water, was fired 
-upon at long range. : 

Colonel Frank D. Baldwin, with a battalion 
of troops and a mountain gun, went to the 
assistance of Major Moore’s party and 
_@rove off the Moros, who lost seven men. 
The firfng was at 1,100 yards range. > 

The Moro villages were fiying red flags, 
meaning that they intended to fight to the 
uttermest. 

Later Sultan Pualo and a force of natives 
attempted to reoccupy the ground gained 
by the Americans, but the Moros were forci- 
bly dispersed. 


Cholera Record to Date. 
The cholera record to date is as follows: 
Manila, 433. cases and 366 deaths; provinces, 
989 cases and 705 deaths. fig 
It has been decided that the case of sus- 
piciows sickness discovered on. board the 
United States transport Buford, which re* 
turned here yesterday, after sailing on Sun- 
day for San Francisco, ‘was not a case of 
cholera, Consequently the Buford pro- 
ceeded today on its way to the United States. 
After the arguments of counsel today the 
trial by court-martial of Lieutenant John 
A. Day of the Marine Corps, charged with 
executing natives of the Island of Samar 
without trial, was closed. 


Smith Court Is Reappointed. 

As to the order dissolving the court-martial 
appointed by General Chaffee to try Briga- 
dier General Smith on the charge of conduct 
prejudicial to good order and discipline, 
General Corbin stated that there was no 
significance in the order except that it per- 
mits thé President to review the proceed- 
ings of the ceurt and will avoid any legal 
entanglements that may have arisen if the 
order of General Chaffee naming the court 
had been allowed to stand. An order was 
issued today convening the court, the mem- 
bers being named as selected by General 
Chaffee. The court will meet on Thursday. 


Chaffee on Waller Case. 


The War department has made public a 
report from General Chaffee, dated March 
17, which epitomizes the situation in the 
various parts of the Philippine archipelago 
in a manner that Is particularly satisfactory 
to the officials here in view of the Congres- 
sional demand for exact and late informa- 
tion. 

General Chaffee refers to the Waller court- 
martial, then about to convene, and touches 
upon the Morong disturbances, forecasting 
the ultimate settlement; checks off the 
work accomplished toward reducing posts, 
and speaks of the initiation of the movement 
for Malvar’s surrender, an event which 
has since been brought about. 

A feature of the report puts a new phase 
on the Waller case. It says: . 

‘*A general court-martial of importance 
meets here today. You will probably notice 


Major Waller and Lieutenant Day of the 
marine corps. The purpose of this trial is. 
to inquire into an unlawful execution of some 
natives by these officers. - 

‘*The cause of the execution is alleged to 
be that the natives turned on the marines 
and tried to take the life of Lieutenant Will- 
iams. The natives came out of the moun- 
tains with the command, however, and when 
sent to Basey from Tacloban, reported to 
Major Waller that they had assaulted Lieu- 
tenant Williams of the marine corps, and in 
other ways turned trait&ér to the command.

JOHN HAYS HAMMOND SPEAKS 


FRANELY TO ENGLISHMEN. 


American Engineer, Just Retarned to 
Londen, Tells His Hearers Not to 
Place Too Much Dependence Upon 
Protestations of “ Anglomaniacs,” 
Who Do Not Represent Real Senti- 
ment—Explains Reasons for Boer 
‘Sympathy in United States. 


LONDON, April 22.—‘‘ I must advise you 
not to pay too much attention to the extrav- 
agant expressions of friendship of certain 


well-meaning but discredited class called. in 


America, *‘ Anglomaniacs, These words 
were the keynote of a speech made by John 
Hays Hammond, the American engineer, to- 
night at a dinner given in honor of Mr. Ham- 
mond’s return to England. 

Mr. Hammond explained to his audience 
the depth of and reason‘for American sym- 
pathy with the Boers, and he :mpressed his 
hearers with Great Britain's total lack of 
effort to counteract the pro-Boer sentiment 
in the United States. equal frankness 
Mr. Hammond urged that Great Britain be 
generous in her demands. ‘* Your American 
friends,"’ he declared, ** most earnestly hope 
that in arranging terms of peace wise liber- 
ality will be shown to the Boers.” 

Such a statement coming from one who in 
the same speech referred to his imprison- 
ment at Pretoria on account of his anti-Boer 
tendencies produced a rather striking effect. 


Extremists Not Representative. 


‘The American Anglophobes came in for 
equal criticism with the Anglonianiacs in Mr. 
Hammond's remarks. Both of these 
Classes,’ said Mr. Hammond, /‘are the 
flotsam and jetsam of the American popula- 
tion. The citizens who compose the im- 
portant body of our population are the 
exponents of Americanism in its highest 
form.”’ 

The speaker pointed out that American im- 
pressions of the Boer war: were derived 
trom the ‘political emissaries of the Boers 
and the writings and speeches of the British 
pro-Boers, under which circumstances, he 
said, it was not surprising that the “* corrupt 
Transvaal oligarchy,’’ masquerading under 
the name of the “ little sister republic,’ had 
secured the aid and sympathy of America. 
*“ However much we English and Americans 
differ from the ers politically,’ he con- 
tinued, ‘‘ we are compelled to admire the 
plucky fight made by the unfortunate and de- 
luded Boers now under arms.” 


Pleads for Generous Terms. 

Elaborating upon his argument in favor of 
securing generous peace terms Mr. Ham- 
mond unfavorably compared Mr. Kruger’s 
attitude with General Lee's ** Christian and 
patriotic action.”’ But he warned his hear- 
ers to learn a lesson from another chapter of 
the American:-civil war by avoiding the mis- 
take of the American statesman who en- 


s deavored to govern the Southern States by 


Northern officeholders, as a result of which 
many years elapsed before the harm done by 
the “carpet bagger'’’ was repaired.

The ability of the Canadian frog farmers 
to find a large and profitable market for 
their product in the United States is evi- 
dence that the American frog raisers are 
not attending to business. This is a large 
country. It has extensive tracts of land 
which are suitable for frog citar without 
artificial preparation. Illinois alone has 
lands better adapted for frog farms than 
for any other purpose, adequate to meet 
the demands of the middle West for a 
dainty food product. The American in- 
dustry is not suffering from protec: 
tion. The Dingley tariff law does not over- 
look the American frog. He is not spe- 
cifically mentioned in the long schedules of 
that law, with its 463 distinct items of 
dutiable articles, but there is a catch-all 
section which takes care of him, The law 
levies a duty of 10 per cent on all unmanu- 
factured articles not specially enumerated, 


tured in whole or part. Therefore dressed 
frogs pay 20 per cent, and undressed frogs 
10 per cent. An infinitesimal portion of 
the revenue of the great republic is drawn 
from frogs’ legs. In view of the failure of 
protection to build up the American indus- 
try there should be no opposition to putting 
frogs on the free list. | No Congressman 
might care to assume the part of champion 
of the American frog as against the Cana- 
dian frog. But if frogs’ legs were to be put 
on the free list there would be a more urgent 
demand for the removal of the duty on 
cheaper food products which are of more 
general use. It would be an evident dis-— 
crimination in favor of the epicures to take 
the duty off frogs’ legs and leave it on 
potatoes, cabbages, eggs, beef, and mutton. 
A move to put frogs’ legs on the freé list. 
will be resisted by, the nitra protectionists 
because it will lead the way, if successful, 
to more serious amendments to the law.

By the end of next month the City of 
Washington will have a statue of Jean 
Baptiste Rochambean. When that statue 
is unveiled the: American nation, acting 
through its government, will be present to 
acknowledge its obligations to the gallant, 
French General, and ‘to pay part of its debt. 
of gratitude. It is a, most commendable 
characteristic of the people of this country 
that'they have always been willing to ac- 
knowledge such obligations and to pay such 
debts to the last farthing. Seldom does one 
hear any attempt to depreciate the services 
of those Europeans, aliens by ‘blood but 
kindred by sentiment. who fought shoulder 
to shoulder with the continentals. Stenben, 
‘Kosciusko, De Kalb, Lafayette, Rocham- 
‘beau, and the rest of that glorious com- 
pany, of strangers have had no reason to 
complain of the forgetfulness of republics. 
The United States will never cease to 
bear it cleatly in mind that there were 
Frenchmen under Rochambeau as well as 
Americans under Washington at the sur- 
render of Yorktownjin 1781, and that Corn- 
wallis yielded to the allied arms of France 
and the revolted colonies. In fact, the his- 
tory of the whole Yorktown campaign is 
bound up inextricably with the exploits of 
the foreign commanders. It was Lafay- 
ette, “that boy,”’ as Cornwallis called him, 
who led the British General a merry dance 
across the rivers and through the marshes of 
Virginia till the invading troops were ready 
to rest their weary virtue on that tongue 
of land which they left only as prisoners. 
It was Rochambeau whose troops made it 
possible for Washington to keep Cornwallis 
cooped up. Finally, it was De Grasse who 
beat off the. British fleet under Graves and 
prevented.the escape of the British army by

WORLD’s FAIR FIRE TRAPS 

During the last few months a number of 
apartment buildings have been destroyed 
by fire. Most of them were put up duting 
the period marked by hurried and faulty 
construction known as the World’s Fair 
year. The burning up of these defective 
structures, when unaccompanied by loss 
of life, is not an unmixed evil. The flames 
which consume thém destroy buildings 
which were poorly put together in the first 
place, and in some instances have outlived 
their usefulness or have become mere fire 
traps. 

Many of these flimsy structures, erected 
ten years ago, at a time when the require- 
ments of the bftilding ordinances were not 
so exacting as they are now, have been 
torn down or burnt down. Many still re- 
main, and are used for residence purposes. 
A fire breaking out in one of them at night 
probably would cause great loss of life. 
The Building department cannot maintain 
too rigid a supervision and inspection of 
hazardous structures of this kind, or insist 
too vigorously upon compliance with ordi- 
nances in regard to fire escapes, stairs, ele- 
vators, partitions, etc. The present ordi- 
mances are reasonable and should be en- 
forced, It is true that in some instances 
enforcement will involve a complete recon- 
struction of buildings, but when that recon- 
struction is necessary for the protection of 
human life, the owner must submit. The 
safety of tenants is the supreme considera- 
tion.

The River to debate the $70,000,000 
and Harbor river andharbor bill. Seem- 
Bill Passed. ingly its merits were 50 
great and its defects s0 

trivial that no Senator thought it necessary 
to call attention to either. Few are the 
measures which can glide through the Sen- 
ate without the speechmaking which is 
sometimes called “ discussion.’ The river 
and harbor bill was more fortunate than 
‘many a bill which appropriates a thousand 
dollars or less. It got through so easily be- 
cause the last Congress did nothing for the 
suffering rivers and harbors of the United 
States. As a consequence, federal money 
was not spent with the usual Hberality on 
the banks of the rivers and the shores of 
the harbors. This has led to local com- 
plaints, which Congresemen have not deemed 
it safe to ignore. The House passed a river 
‘and harbor bill in the first session, in- 


stead of postponing it to the short session. 


The Senate lost no time in putting the bill 
through. It is am extravagant measure. It 
provides for a number of improvements 
which ought not to be made. There is reason 
‘for gratitude, however, in the fact that the 
Senate did not add several millions to the 
‘imposing aggregate of the House bill. Evi- 
dently the House Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors looked after all the jobs which Sen- 
ators are interested in.

AJOR DE HELBERT, who ie now in

at Charieston, is wanted in England 
by the Bankruptcy Court, where @ 
 peceiving,.order was made against 
-him on” Feb. 21 last, and liabilities proved 
against him to the tune of some $10,000 or 
_more._ It is now for thé Major to return home 
and to respond tothe summons of the Bank- 
ruptey, Court as quickly. ds possible if he 
wishes to’ preserve the commission in the 
militia regiment to which he belongs. For 
there dre few more awkward situations than 
that of a man whose name has appeared in 
the Gazette as insolvent, that is to say, asa 
bankrupt, and who has neglected or failed to 
obtain his order of discharge from the Bank- 
ruptcy Court. 
In fact, all the first-class English clubs 
contain rules to the effect that ‘any mem- 
ber who shall be adjudicated bankrupt, or 


tion of his estate in bankruptcy, or who shall 
make a composition-under-the bankruptcy 
acts, shall cease to be a member of the club.” 

The same rule applies ‘to the military serv- 
ice, even to the miltary regiments, such as 
the one to which Major Helbert belongs, and 
the fact that he should. have had a receiving 
order made against him, and that his name 
sLould have appeared in the Official Gazette 
in that portion of the paper devoted to bank- 
ruptcy notices, entails the forfeiture of the 
commission, the only exceptions made being 
those where it is shown that the financial 
difficulties of the bankrupt are due to cir- 
cumstances altogether beyond his control 
and in no wise due to recklessness or ex- 
travagance. 

The militia regiments to which the Major 
has until now belonged, and on the strength 
of which he has hitherto been borne—namely:

Regiment, is now serving in Africa. It has 
been engaged in fighting the Boers there for 
several months past, and it is probable that 
the Major would receive a great deal more 
consideration at the hands of the Bank- 
ruptcy Court and of the Governing com- 
mittees of. the London clubs to which he be- 
longs, if he had been with his men in the 
field, instead of traveling in America. 


It is somewhat surprising that the Major 
should be in financial difficulties, as indicated 
by the proceedings against him in the Court 
of Bankruptcy in London. For but a few 
years have elapsed since he received quite a 
snug little slice out of the fortune left by 
his traveling companion, Cecil Murray, son 
of that Sir Charles Murray who was for so 
many years British Envoy to the courts of 
Copenhagen and of Lisbon, and whose first 
wife was the daughter of James Wadsworth 
of Geneseo, N. Y. 

Cecil Murray died at sea under mys- 
terious circumstances, which would have 
led to an inquest had the death taken place 
on board an English vessel. But as Cecil 
Murray lost his life on board the St. Paul, an 
American ship, and at sea, no official investi- 
gation was held into the circumstances at- 
tending the young fellow’s demise. as ap- 
parently no provisions exist under the terms 
cf American law for the conducting of official 
investigations of this knid into circum- 
stances that have occurred at high sea under 
the American flag. 7 


Cecil Murray at the time was on his way to 
the United States with Major Helbert, the 
two men oecupying adjoining cabins. One 
morning Cecil Murray was found dead in his 
bed, the autopsy performed by the ship’s 
surgeon, as well as other evidence, showing 
that the death had been caused by a dose of 
cyanide of potassium. ‘The bottle of cyanide 
of potassium was found empty, and, accord- 
ing to the version of the Major, had been 
presumably taken in the dark from among 
other bottles on the shelf in the cabin of Mur- 
ray by the latter, in mistake for a bottle con- 
taining a remedy against sea sickness, to 
which he was prone. The bottle of cyanide 
of potassium belonged to the Major, whosaid 
that he carried it about with him for use in 
connection. with his photographic experi-. 
ments, and that it had been borrowed the day 
before by Cecil Murray tn order to clean some 
pistol or gun or other. ¢ 

As stated above. no inquest was held nor 
was there any kind of official investigation, 
and the assumption of theofficers of the ship 
was in accordance with the assertion of the 
Major—namely: that Cecil Murray had killed 
himself by taking a dose of cyanide of potas- 
sium by mistake. Major Helbert took the 
body of the young man back with him to 
England by the next steamer. Murray’s 
will being produced for probate it was found 
that he had left his whole property, amount- 
ing to over half a million dollars, to the 
Major. This naturally led todifficulties with 
the young man’s relatives, and eventually a 
compromise was arranged, according to the 
terms of which Helbert received about a fifth 
of the sum bequeathed to him by the will, 
that is to say, about $100,000. | 

This took place only four or five yéars ago, 
shortly before the war with Spain, and, in 
view of the fact that he received this share 
of the fortune of his traveling companion, it 
seems rather odd that he should be at the 
present moment in financial difficulties. The 
Major, like the Murrays, is well known in 
this country. Lady Murray, the mother of 
Cecil, and the second wife of Sir Charles 
Murray, is a familiar figure at Cannes, where 
she sees a go0d deal of American and English 
scciety. She is daughter of Lord Castle- 
town.

m HERE are several thousand people in 
the United States who would rather 
write the songs of a country than make 
£ its laws—if one may judge by the num- 
ber of volunteer songs which are sub- 
mitted for the consideration of music pub- 
lishers. 

Several of the largest music publishers 
have their headquarters and two, at least, 
of them receive an average of five unsolicited 
songs every day in the year. The fact that 
not one out of a hundred of them ever gets

itself published has no effect on the number, 
which Increases with each year. 

A song which makes a great popular hit— 
like Harris’ ‘“‘ After the Ball,’’ or Paul 
Dresser’s ‘‘ Banks of the Wabash,’ may 
make a fortune for its composer, but the 
average song, even among those which are 
published, is lucky if it pays the cost of its 
production. 

Music publishers are by nature and e ri- 
ence professional bears. Knowing that 
ninety-nine out of every hundred songs sub- 
mitted are absolute. rot, they look on the 
aspiring composer with an icy eye, and, if 
they shake his hand at all, it is with a 
clammy palm which chills all his ambition. 

~~ 

He was a young man with unclipped curls 
and a buoyant manner. He took the elevator 
to the second story office of a music pub- 
lisher on Dearborn street and bustied in 
with the enthusiasm of a conquering hero. 
But as he opened the door a chilly current 


of air seemed to rush out and envelop him. 


In a moment he had lost his cocky air. 
‘*IT want to see the manager,’’ he said. 
** Sorry, 

swered the girl at the desk. 

‘Give him my card, please, and say I 
would like to see him a moment.”’ ; 
The young man was discreet enough not 
to carry his tell tale roll of music in plain 
sight, and therefore he got an audience. 
*“‘I’'ve got a new coon song here that I 
want you to hear right away,’’ he began. 
**I’m busy today. Come back tomorrow,” 
said the manager. As a matter of fact he 
was not particularly busy, but as a matter 
of business principle he never allows him- 
self to appear at all anxious. At the worst 
he is playing a hundred to one shot, and there 
is small chance of his losing anything even 
if the composer does not come back. 
Perhaps if the composer is persistent he 
gets an appointment, after he has made haif 

a dozen fruitless calls, to come to the pub- 

lisher’s office some evening and sing his 

song to an extremely critical audience of two

men, one the publisher, the other his chief 
musician and expert. Or, as is more likely, 
if at one of the earlier calls the publisher has 
gone so faras to ask the title of the new com- 


. position, he may be told that the market is 


full of songs of that character and sent 
about his business without a hearing. 

If the song pleases the publisher when he 
hears its composer sing it there is likely to 
be a longer delay. 

“Yes, that seems to be fairly decent,” is 
as enthusiastic an expression as the music 
publisher allows himself. ‘ If you want me 
to I'll send it down to our New York house 


and see what they think of it.’’ 


It is probable that there are 1,000 manu- 
scripts in the New York office which must. 
all be heard and passed on before the new 
song gets its turn. ‘There is perhaps one’ 
chance in fifty that the decision reached by 
the New York critics will be favorable, and 
then comes the business of drawing up the 
contract. As a rule the author of the song 
is promised. 10 per cent of the nominal sell- 
ing price of thesong. That is, if the nominal 
selling price of the song and music is 50 
cents the author's share will be five cents a 
copy on all those sold, no matter at what

price. Most contracts contain the farther 
proviso that the author shall receive no 
royalty on the first issue of his song, which 
opens the door for trickery on the part of un- 
scrupulous publishers, for there is no way 
in which the author can be assured as to how 
many copies are embraced in the “ first 
issue.’ 

-After a publisher has signed a contract to 
publish a new song he sets his advertising 
machinery to work. If he thinks the new 
song contains the possibility of a great pop- 
ular success he first of all writes to some 
well-known actor or actress and asks per- 
mission to put on the title page of the song 
the portrait of the songbird, with a state- 
ment that the new song is ‘‘ sung with great 
success by the famous serio-comic soprano, 
Miss Sophronis Salto.’’. Usually vaudeville 
actors and actresses are willing to allow the 
use of their names in this way for the sake 
of the advertising it will give them. And it

Hearing by Interstate Board. 


' The Interstate Commerce commission will 
commence an investigation at St. Louis next 
Friday in the matter of rates, facilities, and 
practices applied in the transportation, 
handling, and storage of grain and: grain 
products carried from Western potnts to the 
Atlantic seaboard and other destinations. 
The investigation will be conducted for the 
government by Attorney Day, while the 
various railroad interests will be represented 
by ‘their respective general solicitors. The 
executive officers, Presidents, Vice Presi- ’ 
dents, and General Traffic Managers of the 
principal Western and Southern lines have 
been summoned to the.hearing. The scope 
of the inquiry will be upon the lines followed 
recently at Chicago and Kansas City, and 
it ig said that the St. Louis investigation 
will not be confined to grain and grain 
products. The hearing will chiefly affect 
shipments from the West moving through 
the St. Louis, Cairo, and Memphis gateways, 
and; several large shippers will give testi- 
mony.

DR. WITHROW ENTERS A DENIAL 


Boston Clergyman Declares He Did Not 
‘Say Women Swore as Much as 
Their Husbands. 


Boston, Mass., April 22.—[Special.]—The 
women of Chicago who arose to make in- 
dignant denial of the alleged assertion of 
Dr. Withrow of the Park Street Church that . 
women swore as much as their husbands 
may now cool off. The Boéston clergyman 
did not say it. 

Dr. Withrow was distressed that his re- 
saves had. been misrepresented and that 
they reached Chicago.in such shape. He 
selected profanity for the subject of his Sun- 
day evening discourse, because this topic is 
being discussed considerably just now. The 
doctor said that profanity has appeared to 
increase at certain times along with wide- 
spread immorality, and gave several exam- 
ples to illustrate the point. One of these 
examples, Dr. Withrow said, was the state- 
ment of a leading physician that he thought 
profanity among men was on the increase, 
that he heard more swearing now than ever, 
and that he had heard women swear. 

“It would be evidently untrue for me to 
say that all women swear,” said Dr. With- 
row, “ for that would include a multitude of 
the noblest souls that walk the world.”’

One Time Market Shows Half Cent 
Gain on Big, Decrease in World’s 
Stocks and Claims Rains Are Insuf-

There were enough rains in Kansas anda 
Nebraska over night to start a break of Kc 
in wheat. On claims that the raing were 
too light to relieve the drought, on a fore- 
east for fair weather in Kansas, and on & 
large decrease for the week in the world’s 
available stocks, 6,650,000 bu, the market 
rallied sharply to ea net gain of %-%0, but 
there was enough profit-taking on the theory 
that any sort of a rain must have done some 
good to cost the market all this advance, 
the close showing a loss of %c for the day.

Dakotas, Later messages from Kansas City 
declared reports from Kansas were of scat- 
tered local showers too light to do much 
good, and Omaha Nebraska advices were of 
“high winds, sand obscuring the sun."” The 
vagaries of the weather were further illus-.
